Mr.  C. 3. Piper,  Assistant  Surveyor  cl  District 
Sanitary  Inspector,  left  the  District  on  31/12/76:  Mr. 
A.A.Kemmish  ms  appointed  to  the  vacancy  on  17th.  March  cl 
commenced  his  duties  in  May. 

There  were  changes  in  the  clerical  staff  at 
Craven  House. 

Plans  to  utilise  existing  accomodation  at  Craven 
House  were  considered  during  1947*  though  the  actual 
offices*  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  unchanged  from 
when  the  Rating,  Surveyor's  <1  Public  Health  Departments 
moved  in  on  27th.  September,  1976. 

1977  marked  the  npaning  of  sane  of  the  new  Council 
houses,  two  of  the  sites  being  completed.  Temporary  accomm¬ 
odation  at  Camps  was  dealt  with.  The  resignation  of  the 
Housing  Inspector  and  the  appointment  of  a  Council  House 
Manager  a  re  referred  to  in  gcccion  8. 

Progress  was  made  with  the  Regional  Water  Sewerage 
Schemes.  .  . 

Two  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  occurred:  special 
measures  were  taken  to  limit  spread  of  this  disease.

Infantile  Paralysis 

One  case  of  Acute  Polioencephalitis  and  one  of 
Poliomyelitis  occurred,  there  being  no  connection 
apparent  between  these  and  any  other  known  reported  case. 

The  contacts  of  a  child  who  developed  Infantile  Paralysis 
after  leaving  the  district  were  observed. 

Pood  Poisoning 

One  fatal  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  in  a  London 
man  and  the  source  of  infection  was  successfully  traced 
to  one  duck  at  a  farm  in  the  District.  Suitable  measures 
were  taken  to  prevent  recurrence. 

It  was  pointed  out  at  the  time  that  Duck  Egg3  are  liable 
to  be  infected  thus,  and  they  should  never  therefore  be 
oaten  lightly  cooked.

8.  HOJ3ING- 

(a)  New  Housing  Schemes 

Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  in  the 
parishes  of  Dilton  Marshy  Bratton,  North  Bradley. 
Steeple  Ashton,  and  in  the  following  parishes, 
building  operations  were  well  forward:  Chapmnslado, 
Hoywood,  Monkfcon  Dover  ill  and  Stockton.  At  Codford 
site  works  were  proceeding,  and  sites  were  available 
at  Hcybesbury,  Southwick,  Chit  to  me  and  Hinton* 

The  Council  House  estates  at  Dilton  Harsh  (20; 
and  Bratton  (12)  were  completed  and  all  houses  let"' 
to  suitable  tenants

(b)  Carps  and  Requisitioned  Properties 

The  possibility  of  using  Camps  released  by  the  bar 
Department  for  housing  purposes  was  under  consideratict 
throughout  the  year  and  the  following  results  were 
obtained:  - 

Ashton  Gifford  Camp  -  Not  taken  over. 

Bishopstrow  Camp  -  Huts  occupied:  certain  works  on 

huts  approved 

Bury  Camp,  Codford  -  Huts  occupied:  certain  works 

carried  out 

Crabtree  Camp  -  Not  taken  over 

Kcevil  Camp  ~  under  investigation 

Steeple  Ashton  Carps -Negotiations  for  taking  over 

certain  of  the  sites. 

"Squatters”  were  reported  on  several  of  these  sites. 
Requisitioned  properties,  the  majority  of  which  were 
substandard  dwellings  were  carefully  watched  for 
insanitary  conditions. 

(c)  Overcrowding 

Fifteen  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  to  the 
Council  and  where  possible,  appropiate  action  was 
taken. 


(a)  Housing  Survey 

In  June,  it  was  reported  that  a  total  of  658  houses 
had  been  surveyed  and  allocated  to  various  Categories. 
The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district 
at  31/12/46  was  3,762,  but  many  of  these  do  not  come 
within  the  sccpe  of  the  Housing  Acts. 

The  Housing  Inspector  resigned  his  post  with  effect 
from  14th.  June,  and,  in  view  of  the  re  comine  ndat  ion 
to  economise  in  staff,  the  Council  decided  not  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  this  officer1 s  resignation. 
This  meant  that  the  Housing  Survey  practically  ceased. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Survey  will  be  continued  at  a 
later  date.  The  appointment  of  a  Housing  Hanager 
early  in  1948  did  much  to  relievo  the  Sanitary  Staff 
of  work  on  Council  houses. 

Generally  speaking,  the  standard  of  housing  in  the 
district  is  poor;  far  too  many  houses  now  in  occupation 
do  not  come  up  to  normal  standards  and  are  only  fit 
for  demolition.  Host  of  the  houses  relegated  to 
Category  5  (unfit  for  human  habitation)  are  occupied. 

In  this,  the  undertaking  of  repairs  and  reconstruction 
necessary  to  bring  then  up  to  standard  is  extremely 
difficult  and  not  gin  economic  proposition.  It  must 
also  be  borne  In  mind  that  the  huts  in  the  Camp  sites 
which  have  been  converted,  have  only  a  limited  life.

(a)  Her/ional  Scheme  -  Bratton  Source

the  year.  Punning  tests  were  to  be  carried  out  in 
1943.  The  question  of  erecting  another  reservoir  on 
Pic  cruet  Hill  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


(b)  Regional  Schene  -  Codford  Source 

The  sinking  of  a  new  well  at  Codford  Station  was 
approved  and  the  boring  was  coixienced  in  October.  The 
early  stages  of  this  work  gave  promise  of  an  excellent 
supply  up  to  34,000  gallons  per  hour  being  pumped.  Men 
working  on  the  site  were  examined  and  found  free  from 
communicable  intestinal  diseases.

After 
consultation  with  T.'.D.  officers,  it  was  decided 
to  close  this  tip  and  arrangements  were  made 
for  clearing  and  tidying  at  R.D.  expense. 

12.  DAIRIES,  C0T7SHEDS 

Routine  inspections,  continued  during  the  year, 
were  internupted  in  the  interval  between  Hr.  Piper 
leaving  and  Hr.  Kenoish  joining  the  staff. 


Famers  were  advised  in  clean  production  methods. 
Souring  of  milk  is  mainly  a  bacteriological  process, 
dependant  on  temperature  etc.  It  is  therefore 
essential  that  milk  should  be  as  free  from  organism 
as  possible.  Even  though  containers  may  appear  clean 
to  the  naked  eye,  contamination  by  dust  and  minute 
particles  in  the  air  is  detrimental:  all  handling 
and  production  of  milk  should  be  as  surgically  clean 
as  is  possible. 

Parity  in  milk  is  essential  for  health,  in  addition 
to  being  an  economic  factor. 

Of  457  Farmers  registered,  342  were  ordinary 
producers,  75  Accredited  and  40  T.T. 

13.  RATS  &  I.HCE 

The  Rodent  Officer,  whose  duties  arc  shared  by 
Farminster  U.D.  and  Festbury  U.D.  ,  continued  to  visit 
tips  and  premises  in  the  district. 

14.  CAPPING  SITES 

Two  sites  were  inspected  and  licensed.  Notice  -was 
served  on  another  unsuitable  site.
